treating of the Lord more particularly in his 
ſtate of humiliation ; the firſt verſe beginning 
With a lamentation, as it were, of the Lord 
in his human, ſaying, Who hath believed our 
report, and ty whom is the arm of the Lord 
revealed? The appearance of things to the 
\ Lord, in his ſlate of humiliation, was ſuch, 
that it was ſcarcely manifeſt that the omni- 
pPotence of Jehovah xeſted upon him. Then 
follows the deſcription of the vile ſtate in 
which he appeared in the eyes of thoſe

they deſpiſed him: For he ſhall grow up be-
